Milking cows by m achinery Is one of 
tin* latest Inventions to bt* put to prac­ 
tical use, and, although the method has 
not been In v^gue m any months, a dairy 
farm sending milk to the city of W ash­ 
ington boasts of iHissessing the innova- 
t Ion. 
The farm in question is at Rosecroft. 
Md., and is less th an 1,000 feet from 
tile District line and about two miles 
smith of Congress Heights. 
W alter R. 
Powell o w n s the farm . 
Ile exhibite I 
his m achine equipped cow stable to n 
W ashington 
S tar 
reporter, 
claiming 
th at Pie machines are a great sucre 
Mr. Powell says that milk taken from 
th e cow by m achine is not only free 
from Girt and bacteria, but tin* result 
Is more pleasant and com fortable to th e 
animal. 
T he health otflcer of th** District and 
D istrict veterinarians, whose duty it is! 
to regularly inspect dairy farm s fur 
lushing the local milk supply, say the 
m achine brings the milk from the cow 
In a condition th a t is as pure as could 
bo desired. T he beauty of the machine, 
it is pointe*] out, Is th a t the milk comes 
In contact w ith nothing except the ru b ­ 
ber tube running to the milk pail. 
By 
the ordinary m ethod of milking, the of 
flelnls explain, milk often becomes In­ 
fected by contact w ith the fingers of 
th** persons m ilking or by dripping 
from the sides of the anim al to the pall 
or by dripping from some other object 
before entering the pail, 
T he m echanism of the “cow m ilker,” 
as the m achine Is called, Is com p ara­ 
tively simple. 
Tile m ilking is done e n ­ 
tirely by com pressed air. 
T he m a ­ 
chines used by Mr. Powell are abo ut 
th e size of an alarm clock and hav e 
ru b b er cups attached. 
The m achine Is 
placed on top of a six gallon can, which 
holds the milk as It is draw n from the 
cow,, and tile cups are attached to lh** 
animal. 
Th** milk does not come from 
tile cow* in a stream , but Is d ra w n Inter­ 
m ittently. 
T h e m achine is connected 
by tubes which run along the stalls Iii 
the sta b le to a pow*cr house. 
T he pow- 
er Is furnished by a five horsepow er 
gas engine. 
Although tis* m achine does not milk 
a cow any fa ste r th an does the or 
dinary hand process, it accomplishes 
m ore In th a t it can milk two cows at. 
th e sam e time. 
T he cups ar** an Im ­ 
portant factor. 
They are shaped like 
small funnels and are m ade of soft 
rubber. 
T hey ar** also of various sizes. 
Mr. Powell says that of his forty- 
eight cows not m ore than on** or tw o iii 
any way object to tlje machine.

R. T. Miller, T exas state com m is 
sioner of agriculture, w ants to turn 
loose millions of ladybugs upon the 
Wheatfields of T exas to kill the green 
bugs w hich are destroying th a t crop. 
The legislature w as asked to m ake 
an appropriation of $10,(XX) for th** p u r­ 
pose of gath ering vast num bers of the 
ladybugs together an d colonizing them 
upon th** w h e a t lands. 
T he request 
w as m ade iii all seriousness, bu t th* 
com m ittee to which the bill w a s re 
ferred looked upon It as a joke, am i It 
w as killed, says th e New York Sun. 
T he state has a bug farm In opera 
tlon at College Station. It Is conduct*’ I 
by A. F. Conrad!, w ho lins dem onstrat 
ed to his ow n satisfaction th a t tin 
green bug is the n atu ral prey of the 
ladybug. 
The latter is a voracious eater and 
feasts all day on green bugs w ith out 
satisfying its appetite. 
'I'll** ap pear 
alice of the green bug pest every six­ 
er seven years is attributed to the fact 
that the ladybugs, having wiped ou t 
their natu ral 
prey, starve to death 
themselves, 
W hen tin* ladybugs are all g mo or 
greatly reduced iii num bers tin* green 
bugs begin to multiply w ith m arvelous 
rapidity, and in a short tiro** they be­ 
come a pest. T hey commit their ra v ­ 
ages for a year or two until tho lady­ 
bugs learn abo ut It mid Increase In 
num bers sufficiently to destroy them . 
lf the legislature had mad** the up 
propria Hon asked It w as planned by 
Mr. Connell to go to some <*f th** east 
Texas counties, w here vast nu m b ers of 
the ladybugs are found, ami g a th e r a 
few million of them and ship them 
into tin* suffering wheat grow ing re­ 
gion of the state. 
Mr. Miller says th a t 
lf th** appropriation had been m ade 
promptly so that th** ladybugs could 
have liecn distrib u ted over til** W heat­ 
fields earlier In til** season several m il­ 
lion bushels of w h eat would have been 
saved. 
It Is estim ated that flu* green bugs 
through th eir ravages this season will 
cause a falling off of not less than 
8 ,OOO,(XX) bushels of w heat In the yield 
iii Texas. Mr. Conrndi thinks Ii** could 
have gathered enough ladybugs In one 
county In e a st T exas to destroy every 
green ling In the w heat grow ing region 
of the state.
